Check up on the Candidates 
By JACK ANDERSON 
with Less Whitten 
WASHINGTON - Except for a 
frequent weakness for fattening 
foods, 
the 
D em ocratic 
presidential candidates seem to 
be physically fit for the job. 
We 
have 
examined 
their 
medical 
records 
and 
in­ 
terviewed their doctors. 
Only Alabama’s Gov. George 
Wallace has a serious health 
problem, 
yet 
he 
is 
in 
remarkably good shape, con­ 
sidering that he is confined by 
paralysis to a wheelchair. 
Both Sen. George McGovern, 
D-S.D., and Rep. Mo Udall, D- 
Ariz., have heart murmurs. But 
their condition is not at all 
serious, their doctors attest. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Ida., 
had a cancer operation 20 years 
ago. but according to his doctor, 
Church is no more susceptible 
to cancer today than is a person 
who has never had the disease. 
The Senate’ hard-driving 
majority whip, Sen. 
Robert 
Byrd, D-W. Va., has a number of 
chronic problems which indicate 
he is under constant tension. His 
d o c to r, 
n e v e rth e le s s , 
pronounced him in “excellent” 
health. 
Here 
is 
a 
rundown, 
in 
alphabetical order, of the health 
of 
the 
leading 
Democratic 
candidates: 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind. - His 
latest medical report describes 
him as a “vigourous person 
with a regular exercise habit." 
His only active medical problem 
appears to be a “solitary nodule 
in his right lung since 1967.” 
This is “no threat to (Bayh’s) 
health at this time.” but needs 
“continued monitoring,” states 
the doctor. 
Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex. - 
His only problem , according to 
a medical examination last 
October, was 
a more or less 
rhythmic twitch of the cheek, 
right 
corner 
of his mouth 
associated with blinking of his 
eyes.” The twitch “ceased to 
occur” after it was pointed out 
to Bentsen. 
Sen. Robert Byrd, D-W. Va. - 
He is plagued by ” a number of 
minor, active problems” which 
require medical attention. To 


relieve a nervous tremor, the 
Senator sometimes uses “sherry 
before 
meals 
and 
before 
stressful 
situation 
such 
as 
speech making.” His 
doctor 
also prescribed Inderal to help 
reduce the tension. 
Byrd suffers from various 
stomach 
and 
lower 
tract 
disorders. Although he has an 
inactive ulcer, "he routinely 
used four teaspoons of Maatax at 
bedtime.” 
Ex-Gov. Jimmy Cart»' of 
Georgia - His doctor states that 
Carter is “aide to carry on at an 
amazing pace with no evident 
fatigue.” The doctor found “no 
indication of any diabetic ten­ 
dency or any fat tendency" ir 
the blood tests. Apparently, 
Carter keeps his wieght under 
control and exercises regualrly. 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Ida. -- 
Walter Reed Hospital found him 
in excellent health but advised 
him to pay “continued attention 
to weight control and avoidance 
of high carbohydrate foods." He 
suffers from diverticulosis, a 
common chronic condition af­ 
fecting the lower tract. 
The examination also found “ 
no significant change” in a high- 
frequency hearing loss first 
discovered in 1969. 
Ex-Sen. Fred Harris, D-Okla. • 
• Except for a "significant 
weight problem," he is in fine 
condition. His medical history 
includes an ulcer developed 
while he was in law school, a 
gunshot wound from a hunting 
acddnet as a youth, and a brief 
but severe ear infection in 1972. 
All are completely cured. 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D- 
Minn. - He is five pounds 
overweight but “does not lack 
for energy,” his doctor told our 
associate Bob Ownes. Hum­ 
phrey’s last physical in Ocotber 
showed “no evidence of the 
(bladder)tumer that was X- 
rayed." Since the removal of the 
cancer trace, according to his 
doctor, Humphrey’s bladder “ is 
no different now than it was 
eight years ago.” 
Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wahs.

suffers from “chronic 
nasal stuffiness,” is also allergic

WASHINGTON - This is the 
one time it isn’t right to report 
that politics makes strange 
motel fellows. In a few weeks, 
squads and small caravans of 
angered hard hats will swing 
into upcoming primary states to 
talk down Jerry Ford; to carve 
him in effigy as a "cardboard 
President who folded like a

Kirkpatrick receives official manual. 


Secretary of State James C. Kirkpatrick received the first copy of the 1975-1978 Official 
Manual of the State of Missouri from Publications Editor Thelma P. Goodwin. 
The Manual is dedicated to the spirit of America's Revolutionary Bicentennial. Inside the 
red, white and blue cover is a feature story by Lew S. Larkin of Kansas City concerning the 
early exploration of Missouri, tracing her history up to statehood in 1821. Mr. I^rkin also 
authored the featured article in the 1989-1970 Manual. 
The 50th edition of the Manual, issued by the Secretary of State at two-year intervals, 
continues to serve as Missouri’s most complete reference work on state government. The 
new issue will list some 50,000 state employees, a description of each agency’s duties, 
biographical information on state officials, election results, census statistics and a variety 
of other information. 
Secretary Kirkpatrick observed: "The growth of state government in recent years has 
made it difficult to keep up with the need for current and accurate information. Without 
compromising the quality of the Manual, however, we were able to use some cost-saving 
measures. Descriptions of agencies are shorter and more concise and thereby reduce 
production costs. 
These efforts produced a Manual of 96 fewer pages than the last edition and cut printing 
costs by $13,200.” 
The Missouri Manual first appeared in 1878, when Secretary of State Michael H. McGrath, 
an Irish immigrant, produced his “State Almanac and Official Directory of Missouri.” It 
was privately publisherfand supported through advertising revenues and had a 25 cents per 
copy charge. 
McGrath’s successor, Alexander A. Lesueur, continued publication of the Manual and 
persuaded the Missouri Legislature to fund future editions. 
Secretary Kirkpatrick, a former newspaper publisher and editor, has initiated a number 
of changes in he Manual's style since assuming office in 1965. The 1967-1968 issue made the 
first use of rotary offset presses for faster and more economical printing and was 252 pages 
slimmer than its immediate predecessor. In addition to the $20,000 saved through these 
changes, the Manual also featured the first typographical innovations in 35 years, a new and 
more readable format and the first w id e s p r e a d use of color pictures. 
Secretary Kirkpatrick said: “We keep two goals in mind when we publish the Manual. 
Quality and economy. We are constantly experimenting with faster and less expensive 
printing processes, and we use these savings to make additional improvements.” 
By law and custom, the Manual is distributed to state senators (200 copies each), state 
representatives (100copies each), county officers, newspapers, public a id school libraries, 
members of the judiciary, county political committee members of both parties, and 
department heads and supervisors in state agencies. 
This distribution accounts for Nearly 35,000 of the 40,000 copies authorized by law. In­ 
dividual requests received by the Secretary of State will be honored as long as the supply 
lasts. 
The Manual’s 50th edition also marks the last for Mrs. Goodwin. She has participated in 
the preparation of every Manual since joining the Secretary of State's office in January, 
1945. 
In commenting on Mrs. Goodwin’s pending retirement, Secretary Kirkpatrick said: 
“Thelma Goodwin has been a trusted friend and faithful servant to Missourians through all 
these many years. Under her supervision, Missouri’s Official Manual has become the best 
in the nation and a standard for other states to strive to equal.” 
The Manual was produced by Von Hoffman Press of St. Louis and Jefferson City.

Secretary of State James C. Kirkpatrick received the first copy of the 1975-1976 O fficial 
Manual of the State of Missouri from Publications Editor Thelma P. Goodwin 
The M anual is dedicated to the ¡^urit of America’s Revolutionary Bicentennial. Inside the 
red, white and blue cover is a feature story by I*w S. I.arlun of Kansas Gty concerning the 
early exploration of Missouri, tracing her history up to statehood in 1821 Mr tarkin also 
authored the featiffed article m the 1969 1970 Manual. 
The 50th edition of the Manual, issued by the Secretary of State at two-year intervals, 
continues to serve as Missouri's most complete reference work on state government The 
new issue will list some 50,000 state employees, a description of each agency’s duties, 
biographical information on state officials, election results, census statistics and a variety 
of other information 
Secretary Kirkpatrick observed "The growth of state government in recent years has 
made it difficult to keep up with the need for current and accurate information. Without 
compromLsmg the quality of the Manual, however, we were able to use some cost-saving 
measures. Descriptions of agencies are shorter and more concise and thereby reduce 
production costs. 
These efforts produced a Manual of 96 fewer pages than the last edition and cut printing 
costs by $13,200 " 
The Missouri Manual first appeared in 1878, when Secretary of State Michael H McGrath, 
an Irish immigrant, produced his "State Almanac and Official Directory of Missouri." It 
was privately published and supported through advertising revenues and had a 25 cents per 
copy charge 
McGrath's successor, Alexander A. I^esueur, continued publication of the Manual and 
persuaded the Missouri Legislature to fund future editions. 
Secretary Kirkpatrick, a former newspaper publisher and editor, has initiated a number 
of changes in he Manual’s style since assuming office in 1965 The 1967-1968 issue made the 
first use of rotary offset presses for faster and more economical printing and was 252 pages 
slimmer than its immediate predecessor In addition to the $20,000 saved through these 
changes, the Manual also featured the first ty pographic al innovations in 35 years, a new and 
more readable format and the first widespread use of color pictures 
Secretary Kirkpatrick said “We keep two goals in mind when we publish the Manual. 
Quality and economy We are constantly experunenting with faster and less expensive 
printing processes, and we use these savings to make additional improvements." 
By law and custom, the Manual is distributed to state senators < 200 copies each), state 
representatives (100copies each», county officers, newspapers, public a id school libraries, 
members of the judiciary , county political committee members of both parties, and 
department heads and supervisors in state agencies 
This distribution accounts for Nearly 35,000 of the 40,000 copies authorized by law. In­ 
dividual requests received by the Secretary of State »ill be honored as long as the supply 
lasts 
The Manual's 50th edition also marks the last for Mrs Goodwin. She has participated in 
the preparation of every Manual since joining the Secretary of State’s office in January, 
1945 
In commenting on Mr*. Goodwin's pending retirement. Secretary Kirkpatrick said 
"Thelma Goodwin has been a trusted friend and faithful servant to Missourians through all 
these many years. Under her supervision, Missouri's (Xficial Manual has become the best 
in the nation and a standard for other states to strive to equal."

Holloway received a call from a former girl friend 
in Pittsburgh who told him she had just given birth to their baby 
Holloway sent her a plane ticket and last Feb. 23 the young woman 
arrived in Wamego with "Lisa." 
" I walked to marry her," Holloway said 
When Holloway returned to his cabin the next day, the young 
woman had disappeared 
" I hoped she would return," Holloway said " I loved her The baby 
was soaking wet, hungry and ready to fall off the bed ” 
Mrs Tessie Bussart, Holloway’s mother, helped him take care of 
Lisa He found a baby sitter to keep her while he was working He 
obtained a court order prohibiting the mother from taking the child 
and started legal action to establish parental rights. 
On May 9, the mother notified the Department of Social and 
Rehabilitation Services that she wanted to put Lisa up for adoption 
and said Holloway w as not her father 
A court ordered blood test confirmed this He lost an attempt to 
establish legally that the mother was his commonlaw wife. He said 
he still loved Lisa, and he started adoption proceedings 
On the day before Thanksgiving, with Social and Rehabilitation 
Services objecting that Holloway was not fit to be Lisa's father by 
adoption, the probate court placed Lisa in a foster home 
Holloway and his mother did not know where the baby was until 
last week, when he was permitted to visit Lisa as part of the process 
of determining whether he should be allowed to adopt her. 
Social and Rehabilitation Services told the court that Holloway 
does not make enough money and his cabin is not a fit place to rear a 
child He does not meet the minimum age requireent of 21 to be an 
adoptive parent. More than 300 couples are on its waiting list of 
people who want to adopt a normal white infant like Lisa, and in light 
of this it objected to adoption by a single person 
The probate court concurred Holloway's lawyer advised him

$7,500 alone, an Army spokes­ 
man said. 
Vandals 
and 
thieves 
are 
burning the white collection 
boxes, dropping dead animals 
inside them and, in one in­ 
stance, putting children inside 
to empty the boxes, Army offi­ 
cials said. 
In several Washington state 
cities, Army officials report 
mounting damage and losses. 
Maj. Elmer Yardley, the Spo­ 
kane commander whose area 
has 60 drop boxes, said: "They 
tear the locks off our boxes and 
burn them. One lady reported 
that a pickup truck stoped in 
front of one of our boxes and 
they put a little kid inside. He 
was throwing clothes out to 
them.”

Motorist fuel consumption 
up 2 per cent in Missouri

(AP) — Fuel consumption by 
Missouri motorists in 1975 was 
only slightly higher than during 
the energy crisis plagued year 
of 1974, according to figures re­ 
leased today by the Missouri 
Department of Revenue. 
Total consumption for the 
year was nearly 2 7 billion gal­ 
lons, a 2.2 per cent increase 
over 1974 The total, however,

The slight increase over 1974 
was set up when motorists used 
nearly 3 million gallons less 
last month than for December 
a year earlier. The drop in De­ 
cember consumption marked 
the sixth month of 1975 in 
which less fuel was used than 


in the same month the year be­ 
fore 
After opening the year with a 
17 4 per cent increase in usage 
over the first month of 1974, the 
increase in consumption over 
last year steadily declined. 
State officials have credited the 
reduced 55-mile-an hour speed 
limit and less highway travel 
overall for the low fUel con­ 
sumption. 
Total revenues from fuel 
taxes for 1975 were nearly 
$188.7 million, about $4.2 mil­ 
lion more than the year before. 
The increase in receipts was 
about what was expected by 
state highway officials, who re­ 
ceive most of the funds for 
road construction and mainte­ 
nance. 
But 
Highway Department 
spokesmen have said the level­
